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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is a response to application no. 10/596,947 filed on 05/15/2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 1, 5-8, 1 1 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The listed claims 
contain a "locking mechanism" that is neither found in the specifications nor in the drawings. 
With this lack of information, it is unclear as to what this apparatus is and how it will be used to 
benefit the invention. Furthermore, the claim of a "secondary locking mechanism" also found in 
these claims holds true for the same reasons. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 27 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1st paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

4. Claims 5-8, 11, 23 and 29-30 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1st paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
